1 Becauile folong as the AﬀetRions 
arc kept within bounds, they arc kept in or- 
der, cvery aftc&ion keeps his place, They are 
like watcr, kept within banks; like Souldiers, 
keprtin rank and file; like fire, kept within 
the Chimney; or like the Creatures, in their 
proper place : but when the afteRions tranſ- 
ereſs,and break bounds,then they break banks, 
likeafwelling watcr,over-flow and drown all 
about them; affcQions are the ſtreams of che 
Soul. Then they break ranks, and put them- 
ſelves into diſorder and confuſion; : ffetions 
are the little Regimecnr-of the Soul.
